Evidence of Fraud in 


B. & M. Case. 


Ho.slon, Fob. 27.—Tho receivership of 


lhe Hoston A Malno railroad wns made 
permanent by the federal district court 
yesterday. Judge .Morton, In announc- 
ing Ills decision, which followed hear- 
ings that lasted, several weeks, slated 
that there was not the slightest foun- 
dation for the .charges of fraud made 
against the present board of directors 
by minority .stockholders. 


The , protesting minority Interests 


were characterized by tho court as "a 
comparatively small but contentious 
group, who uppcar to have resorted to 
charges, of 'fraud1 or of 'breach oT' 
duty' in an effort to obscure tho exact 
tiHturo of their real complaint." 


"The caso presents to my mind," paid 


Judge Morton, "nothing but an acute 
difference of opinion upon a matter of 
busEnosH policy and aclloii between tin" 
directors and (he owners of an over- 
whelming majority of Hie stock an one 
side, and a comparatively' small 'and 
contemlous group of minority stock- 
holders on Iho other" -. 


The road has been In temporary re- 


ceivership with James H. JhisUs, its 
president, acting as 
receiver, since 


August 20. Receivership was brought 
about 
I h rough, iwtlllou of the Intev- 


contlnenlal Rubber .company of New 
lei-soy, a creditor, to which the road's 
directors assented. It wa» admitted by 
counsel for the railroad that tho direc- 
tors and their attorneys had assisted 
In drawing up the bill of complaint, 
which asserted that the road's finances 
were In suoh difficulties that court as- 
sistance waa necessary.
